We do ourselves adisservice in persistently nomin- 
ating a large proportion of lawyers to contest political 
offices, Lawyers are intensively trained in looking 
back, researching precedents - and they are also 
trained to a concern for detail and small print, To 
balance such thinking we need also men trained in 
the business work’ to look ahead - and to see the 


forest instead of the trees, 


ln to-day’s society big government, big unions and 
big business wage a constant struggle for power and 
the Big Three have grown to a point where they now 
dominate the lives of all individuals, 

There is a large proportion of small businessmen, 
and farmers who are {n danger of completely losing 
their volce In public affairs, They are many in 
number but they wield practically no power, This ts 
not a healthy situation for a democratic society and 
more representation of this group is needed in Ottawa, 

Mr, Caston has been 33 years in the newspaper 
business, learning the trade as a young boy, As far 
as we are aware he Is the first MP, from the ranks 
of the Alberta weeklies, During his service with the 
RCAF in World War 11 he was one of a unit sent 
to Oxford University for a course tn British common 
and military law, and following the war he served 
on the Canadian war crimes tribunal at Aurto&,

trust then fis experiences 
with people become reject- 
ing and painful and he deve- 
lops loyalty only to himsel{, 
in the early years this will 
show as a coldness and In 
dependent refusal to show 
either pleasure or anger: 
later, it prevents him make 
tng friends and evertually 
melts into the resistive sul- 
kiness of adolescence with 
overt anti-socla} behaviour, 

Up till three, close rela- 
tionships have been confined 
to members of the family, 
But then personal horizons

Department of Education 
Arrangements are made for 
those children applying to 
attend the Jericho Hill School 
for the Blind and Deaf, in 
Vancouver, or the Ontario 
School for the Blind in 
Brantford. Room, beard, and 
tuition are all paid. and the 
children receive escorted 
transportation to school and 
home at the beginning and 
end of the term, and for the 
Christmas holidays Where 
academic ability and person 
ality make it possible, blind 
students are being removed 
from the special classes and 
enrolled in their own local 
schools, making it possible 
for them to live at home 
Special teaching materials 
such as tape recordings and 
textbooks transcribed into 
Braille are provided by the 
Branch, which also assists 
teachers to assess the capa 
bilities of their  sightless 
Students. In addition to aid 
tng the blind gain an educa 
tion, the Special Educational 
Services Branch also super 
vises and finances classes for 
the hard of hearing, those 
who have suffered partial loss 
of sight, and for all handi 
capped children in the prov 
ince

The training of a doctor 
Starts the day he enters uni- 
versity in a three or four 
year course of pre-medical 
education, It ends when he 
retires from practice, some 
40 or 50 years later, The 
Canadian Medical Assocta- 
tion reports, 

After the pre-medical 
course, which emphasizes 
science but includes a wide 
range of other subjects of 
the student’s choice, comes 
four years as a medical 
student, In medical school 
the doctor-to-be learns the 
wonders of the human body, 
how to preserve It In good 
health, what ills afflict it, 
how to relieve them and, 
most important of all, how 
to prevent them, 


The day of graduation sig- 
nals the birth of another new 
doctor, But the M.D, degree 
doesn’t mean the end of 
school; it’s merely the first 
plateau of the mountain of 
knowledge the doctor must 
climb in a lifetime as a 
student, 

After a year's internship 
in a hospital, the doctor ts 
ready to go out into practice.

Gallstones are stones 
which are formed from the 
bile salts in the gallbladder, 
Bile is formed tn the liver 
and stored inthe gallbladder 
It passes from there by way 
of a tube called the common 
duct into the intestine, where 
it alds in the digestion of 
food, The gallbladder ts only 
a storage sac for bile, and 
when it is removed, the bile 
simply flows directly from 
the liver into the Intestines, 

The Canadian Medical As- 
sociation advised that the 
patient who complains of ab- 
dominal pain and Indigestion 
after meals may have gall- 
stones, They are usually 
detected by x-ray, 

Gallstones may be present 
without causing any symp 
toms, but more commonly 
they cause inflammation In
